Can Congressman Saund Serve? 


When Democratic party leaders in Palm 
Springs meet tonight, it is to be hoped they 


will put the problem of Congressman Saund’s 


physical condition first on the agenda. To ask 
for a definitive answer to the question as to 
whether he is able to serve now and if elected 
Is apparently to wish for the moon. 


Since May 1. when Saund was stricken 
on a plane out of Ixrs Angeles, information 
and frankness on his condition has been de­ 
nied to his fellow party members as well as 
to the opposition party and the public at large. 


There is ample precedent for news re­ 
leases to satisfy the public concern. Presi­ 
dents Wilson. Roosevelt, Eisenhower and Ken­ 
nedy have all found it richt and proper to re­ 
port on their illnesses to the public they 
served. 


Rut to report, as has Saund, that he suf­ 
fered a "coronary occlusion” and is "progress­ 
ing satisfactorily” is something less than frank. 
Coronary occlusion is a stroke as commonly 
understood and as specifically defined by 
competent local doctors. It can be grave or 
It can be minor, as was his previous stroke. It 
can seriously impair or curtail completely his 
ability to serve the constituents of his district. 
Have tliev and will they have reprcsentaion 
through Congressman Saund? 


They are entitled to an answer. At present,

Prescott Bush is retiring from 
the Senate this year at a time 
when his usefulness 
is at 
its 
peak, and t h e reason is — he 
doesn’t want to slack off during 
a third term which would mostly 
be served while in his seventies. 
"The spiritual reward of being 
a Senator is the most satisfying 
that a man 
can 
have,” says 
Bush. "I have always liked the 
public service of politics rather 
than its partisanship and I long 
believed that the Senate would 
be the most attractive place to 
aerve. It was even better than I 
thought it would be.” 
Pleasant Ufa 
Not many men have had as 
pleasant, successful and stimu­ 
lating a life as Bush has lived, 
or have better deserved the re­ 
wards. In April of 1917, his sen­ 
ior year, he left Yale, where he 
had played three years of Var­ 
sity baseball 
and 
majored in 
history, because he wanted com­ 
bat service. As an artillery cap­ 
tain, he got it in the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne offensive, and he got his 
diploma honoria causa. At the 
1919 Commencement, he was re­ 
cruited for a job in a S t Louis 
hardware firm at $100 a month 
where he stayed three years and 
married. He moved to Colum­ 
bus, Ohio, and

Bank­ 
ing and Currency and J o i n t 
Economic. His subcommittee on 
stockpiling has met almost daily

Bush has little patience with 
critics who call the Constitution 
an 18th Century system for an 
g fctnaa society, and stiil lata 
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with those who say the political 
economy has become so complex 
that it should be run by experts 
and technicians. He does feel 
that the Founding Fathers intend­ 
ed the Senate to be a body of 
"legislative review," 
and 
that 
the Upper Chamber should ori­ 
ginate less rather than more leg­ 
islation. But the Congressional 
method is sound. It serves, as 
this session has proved, to re­ 
strain an Administration which 
tends to overreach its authorit­ 
ies. Experts are apt to be theor­ 
eticians, and are out of touch 
with the people. 
"Here in Congress we know 
what the people want. And this 
is their country." 
A statesman out of the top 
drawer is Prescott Bush.
